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All Things New; a Christmas Thought 


The New Testament is full of the word “new” and of the 
things which are to be made new through the coming of 
Christ. The old bottles and the new wine, the new covenant, 
the new commandment, the new creature, the new man, the 
new heaven and the new earth—such phrases find their 
climax in the triumphant cry of the Revelation: “Behold, I 
make all things new.” Christ brings not only life but a new 
life. He starts a new kind of society with a new kind of hu- 
manity composing it. It is a new departure in the long and 
slow development of man. 


This new departure is comparable to the other new starts 
which have marked the history of life. First there is life it- 
self appearing untold ages in the past, a formless scarcely- 
visible thing but different in kind from the inorganic world 
in which it is set. From that start slowly the earth is peo- 
pled with living things, large and small, strange, weird 
creatures but all living, growing and reproducing themselves. 
Then one day a new thing appears. One of these creatures 
discovers the difference between good and evil, attains self- 
consciousness, looks forward, gropingly apprehends some 
sort of ideal. Man is born. There is little outwardly to dis- 
tinguish him from what has gone before and what exists all 
around him but within him has sprung to life an entirely 
new thing. And from that faint beginning, slowly, there 
emerge history, society, civilization. What we call the ancient 
world comes into being. 


Then another step! Into that ancient world comes Christ 
and again a new creature is born. A new epoch in world his- 
tory begins; a new type of life, a new society. All men’s grop- 
ings after truth, all their attempts to find and understand 
themselves are given meaning. They discover that they are 
all in a sense preparatory to the revelation of a new type of 
life, a life lived in complete union with God, a life which is 
God’s life under the limitations of the finite world. Emanuel 
—God with us. 


It is this that gave the early Christians their vast en- 
thusiasms, their consciousness of spiritual power, their sub- 
lime indifference to the fewness of their numbers and the 
foolishness of their message. They were new creatures. They 
belonged, as they were fond of saying, to a third race. Man 
was born ages ago in some dismal forest, his home a cave, 
his mind haunted by ceaseless fear; but he was man. In some 
primitive fashion he could think, he could distinguish right 
and wrong. In Bethlehem man is born again, a cave, a 
manger, his home. But fear haunts him no longer. He is a 
new creature. He lives with God his Father. 


And just as his task during the ages of his struggle upward 
was to find himself, to learn what it was all about, to think 
and create, so after Bethlehem and the new creation his task 
is to make all things new. Christmas is the symbol of this 
new-making task. 

It brings us the message for our own lives. It says man is 
akin to all living creatures; but he is more than that. He is 
a morally self-conscious person; but he is more than that. 
He is a child of God. He is capable of the divine. In Christ a 


new principle of life has come into the world. In Christ new 
creatures are born, different in the principle of their life 
from man without Christ, as man without Christ is never- 
theless different in the principle of his life from the rest of 
the animal world. 

Thus Christmas comes to us with this message of the new 
creation. It says to us that Christians must be new-makers; 
they must be creative; they must take their part in God’s 
great task of making all things new in Christ. 

That means at least three very definite things. The first is 
the new-making of our own lives. If we would reach the New 
Testament ideal and live as becomes those reborn in Christ 
we must be sure of our own rebirth. We are not just men and 
women who have added a respectable kind of religious be- 
lief to the ordinary life of man. We differ from others if we 
are really Christians in the ultimate springs of life. We are 
part of the new creation. 

The second thing that happens is that we discover this 
new life issues into sacrifice and service. God so loved the 
world that He gave His only begotten Son. God’s creative 
activity is one of giving. Life in God compels us to see all 
humanity as one and the bond of fellowship in the love 
which seeks for others what we desire for self. The new life 
of Christmas Day is the life not of getting but of giving. 

And from this outpouring love there grows the passion for 
the new society, the society which is that of the Family of 
God. In the New Testament it is called the Kingdom of God. 
It is the New Jerusalem, the Holy City let down from heaven. 
It is the commonwealth in which the interests of all are 
those of each and the interests of each are those of all. The 
order of today is well named the acquisitive society. The 
new order born into the world in Christ is no longer the 
acquisitive society; it is the society of givers and sharers and 
partners. It is a new world. 

That new world is a long way off and yet it came in Christ. 
Our Christmas hymns are full of it, the golden age, the time 
appointed. Our prayers are full of it. “Thy Kingdom come.” 
Our hearts long for it. It is still to come and yet, paradox of 
paradoxes, it is here already. We rejoice in it in Christ and 
yet it is our task to bring it in. We have it but we must win 
it. Behold, saith the Lord God, I make all things new. Christ- 
mas, the birthday of Christ, is the birthday of the new 
world and yet can that new world come into being save as 
you and I and people like us are born again, the Christ child 
born in us and we ourselves transformed into new creatures?

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The Churchmen’s Round Table

The regular monthly luncheon of the Churchmen’s Round 
Table was held on November 19, in the spacious rooms of 
the Elks Club, San Francisco. It was one of the best meetings 
held in months. A “big family” spirit seemed to pervade the 
atmosphere and the chef must have entered into the “family” 
too, for the luncheon was par excellence. In such jovial com- 
pany it seemed just okeh that Victor Robertson should be 
cast for the part of speaker of the day. He handled his sub- 
ject, “Duplication of Religious Effort,” in a masterly manner 
and pointed out how the close proximity of one parish to 
another tended to weaken them and render less effective the 
work of spreading Christ’s kingdom. Condensation, rather 
than duplication, would fit better the mood of the times. He 
urged that before new parishes were founded careful surveys 
should be made before the parish boundaries were finally 
drawn. The speaker also commented on the part radio is 
playing in broadcasting services of the Church. While in 
some cases it might result in people making the radio take 
the place of the Church, in other cases it undoubtedly created 
a religious fervor that will eventually lead them into the 
Church itself. 

The president of the Churchmen’s Round Table, Mr. A. 
Middleton Beckett, was warmly welcomed after an absence 
of several months, due to business duties in New York City. 

It was a splendid meeting and thoroughly enjoyed by all 
present—P. C. Woodohuse, Theo F. Dredge, C. C. Powell, 
Victor J. Robertson, J. Maxwell McVean, Charles W. Ejich- 
baum, A. Middleton Beckett, T. J. Ivans, John H. Martin, 
Norman Rushton, L. P. Kessler, Adrian McMahan, C. K. Sut- 
cliffe, Lewis E. Stanton, Frederic M. Lee, H. B. Clifton, A. G.

The Archdeacon’s Appointments 


December 7—St. Mark’s, King City.

The Rev. Theo. Bell has resigned the rectorship of St. 
Stephen’s, San Luis Obispo, and accepted the appointment 
as vicar of Trinity Mission, Hayward, and All Saints Mission, 
Elmhurst. Mr. Bell has done a notable piece of work in the 
southern part of the Diocese. He has developed St. Stephen’s 
both spiritually and materially. The congregation and Church 
School have both increased in numbers, the finances have

‘been placed on a good business basis and the work has been 
made self-supporting. In addition to San Luis Obispo, Mr. 
Bell has been shepherding the missions at Arroyo Grande 
and Atascadero. The people of Trinity, Hayward, and All 
Saints, Elmhurst, are fortunate in obtaining Mr. Bell as 
their vicar and we are confident that under his leadership 
they will rally to make real progress. . 


Our congratulations go to the rector and people of All 
Saints Parish, San Francisco, on their twenty-fifth anniver- 
sary, celebrated on All Saints Day, November 1. One out- 
standing feature of the occasion was the burning of the mort- 
‘gage on the property. The parish is now entirely free from 
debt. One of the San Francisco daily papers, in referring to 
the event, said: “Holding to all the traditions while gradual- 
ly reaching into new fields of activity made necessary by 
the modern age, All Saints Episcopal Church, 1350 Waller 
street, is unostentatiously ministering to the needs of people 
in its vicinity. A quiet, little, brown-shingled building, All 
Saints is a church with an open door. People drift in at all 
times for rest, meditation and prayer.” 


- $t. Paul’s Mission, Walnut Creek, had a special Armistice 
Day service on Sunday morning, November 9. There was a 
large congregation, including representatives of the local boy 
scouts. The Archdeaconn celebrated the Holy Eucharist and 
preached. Mr. Wilbur Burnhan, faithful lay reader, read part 
of the encyclical letter from the bishops of the Lambeth Con- 
ference, dealing with peace and war. Mr. Burnham is doing 
‘a good work, taking the service each Sunday and in his spare 
time visiting the people. Once a month the mission arranges 
for a priest to come for the celebration of the Holy Com- 
‘munion. St. Paul’s Mission has a vested choir, a small Church 
‘School, a loyal Guild and about forty communicants. 


The new mission at Atascadero completed its organization 
on the occasion of the recent visit of the Bishop. The people 
‘have chosen the name of St. Francis as the patron saint of 
‘the mission. They have made a pledge toward support of 
services and to the Church’s program. The success of the 


work so far is largely due to the wise leadership of the Rev. 
Theodore Bell and we hope that his successor will be able to 
build up a strong structure on the foundation so ably laid. 

The Rev. Charles A. Forbes, S. S. J. E., has not been well 
and is recuperating at Long Beach, in Southern California. On 
this account he has resigned as priest-in-charge of St. Cyp- 
rian’s Colored Mission, San Francisco. In his place the 
Bishop has appointed the Rev. R. T. MacDonald, S. S. J. E., 
also on the staff at the Church of the Advent. The latter has 
had considerable experience in colored work. 


With the consent of the Bishop and the full approval of 
the clergy of the Monterey Bay region, the Rev. Rufus S. 
Chase is temporarily taking charge of St. James Church, 
Monterey, and plans to give the little flock shepherding and 
regular morning services, beginning the first Sunday in Ad- 
vent. For a number of years Mr. Chase was assistant at All 
Saints Church, Pasadena. A hearty welcome awaits him at 
Monterey. 

St. Paul’s Parish, San Francisco, held its annual parish 
dinner on the evening of Thursday, November 20, with a 
large attendance. The Rev. Leslie C. Kelley, the rector, is 
doing a notable work among boys of the community and has 
the financial support of merchants of the district. He has 
gathered about him a number of enthusiastic workers and 
each day sees a group of boys of all denominations acting in 
the gymnasium or engaged in group activities. In dealing 
with these boys in religious matters Mr. Kelley makes just 
one stipulation. In an attractive leafllet that he has published 
this is stated as follows: “See here, boys, I believe in religion 
or I would not wear this collar and I want to do some good 
in the world. Now here is the proposition: Come here all you 
want, but on this condition—you must go to church. Go 
where you belong, whatever it may be—church or synagogue 
—and live up to your church’s teachings. Just respect this 
place. Be careful of your language. Keep your hats off. Smoke 
if you want to but don’t bring anything here that does not 
belong here.” That is just about the total extent of Mr. 
Kelley’s teachings. All the rest is influence—just influence. 
Mr. Kelley also has been assigned to the care of the Prot- 
estant and unchurched boys of the Juvenile Detention Home, 
a task for which he is ideally fitted. | ,

With Mr. Frederic M. Lee, treasurer of the Diocese, the 
Archdeacon visited St. Stephen’s Church, Gilroy, for its an- 
nual Thanksgiving service, held on the evening of Tuesday, 
November 25. A large congregation was present, including 
the ministers of the local Presbyterian, Methodist and Camp- 
bellite churches. The service was taken by the Rev. Sydney 
Thomas, vicar of St. Stephen’s. Mr. Lee read the lesson, 
while Dr. John Clark, a prominent Roman Catholic, read the 
presidential proclamation. The crucifer was a former choir 
boy of Grace Cathedral. The Archdeacon preached and gave 
the benediction. After the service a reception was held in 
the- parish house, at which time Mr. Lee was the principal 
speaker, explaining some of the duties and problems of the 
treasurer of the Diocese and urging the loyal co-operation 
of the members of St. Stephen’s in contributing to the 
Church’s program. His visit was enjoyed by all. St. Stephen’s 
has recently received a beautiful silk flag, the gift of Mr. W. 
B. Stuart, a member of the vestry. It also has been promised 
new sanctuary light and fixtures, the donor being Mr. Frank 
Thomas, manager of the Coast Counties Gas and Electric 
Company and past president of the Gilroy Rotary Club. From 
Gilroy visits were made to the Salinas and San Jose Rotary 
clubs, where Thanksgiving talks were made by the Arch- 
deacon. With the Rev. J. A. Tancock, rector of St, Paul’s, 
Salinas, a round of golf was enjoyed at the Salinas Country 
Club, and similar recreation was provided at Gilroy, where 


the players included the vicar, Mr. Hugh Hershman, Mr. 
Roby Thomas, Mr. F. M. Lee and the Archdeacon. 


Last month the attention of readers of The Pacific Church- 
man was called to the new Japanese work that has been 
started at San Mateo, under the leadership of the Rev. Mr.

The other Sunday Dean Gresham took the service at St. 
Mark’s Mission, King City, while the Archdeacon substituted 
at Grace Cathedral. Dean Gresham’s visits to the mission sta- 
tions always carry with them inspiration and encourage- 
ment and help in building up the Cathedral in the hearts of 
our people and help them to realize that the Cathedral is 
trying to be a real mother-church of the Diocese. While at the 
Cathedral, it being the Sunday when service was broadcast 
over KGO, the Archdeacon, in addition to preaching, made 
the following announcement in the interest of building up 
the work among the isolated, He said in part: “If there are 
any listening-in this morning who are interested in the serv- 
ices of the Episcopal Church but who, through isolation, are 
prevented from attending regularly; if there are any ‘who

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Grace Cathedral News 


Despite the fact that the American Nation has been strug- 
gling during the year 1930 to avert what might easily have 
been one of the most disastrous panic epochs in its history 
as a republic, those who are directly or indirectly interested 
in the building of Grace Cathedral are able, as the twelve- 
month draws to a conclusion, to make a gratifying report of 
progress from practically every point of view during that 
threatening season. 


It is true that everything which was planned to have been 
done during the course of the year did not reach the goal of 
accomplishment. On the other hand, it is little short of mir- 
aculous that so much was achieved under the circumstances 
and that the esprit de corps of the enthusiasts who are de- 
voting themselves so zealously and intelligently to arrange- 
ments for the completion of this great temple of God has 
been maintained at exceptionally high standards,. under 
sometimes terrifically trying conditions. 

The history of the construction of practically every great 
cathedral in the world is punctuated with periods of frustra- 
tion—temporary, of course, since the edifices were eventual- 
ly completed, yet none the less discouraging to all save the 


‘most valiant of the promulgators. We of the present day 


Grace Cathedral completion organization should be deeply 
grateful to God that, to this date, we have been enabled to 
carry on the work with so little interruption due to failure 
— or co-operation on the part of the contributing 
public. 

At the time of preparation of the article which appeared 
in the 1929 Christmas edition of The Pacific Churchman the 
excavation work for the north and south transepts, the cross- 
ing and the apse had barely been completed. None of the 


concrete for foundational piers nor walls had been poured. 
Not a stick of timber nor girder of steel had even reached 
the scene. What a different and vastly more convincing pic- 
ture confronts the eye on the Cathedral site today. All of 
those sectors of the edifice are built to their full heights and 
under roof, making it possible to carry on the interior work 
through the winter and spring. The Chapel of Grace, on one 
side of the apse, and the work sacristy, on the other, are 
completed, save for furnishings. The tiling for the’ walls. and 
vaulting of the four large sectors now erected is ready at 
hand for the artisans who will give it careful and correct set- 
ting during the next few months. 

The building committee, under the efficient chairmanship 
of the Rev. Walter H. Cambridge, D. D., has functioned in a 
way which is deserving of the highest praise and gratitude 
from the Cathedral host. The construction program was pre- 
pared and has been carried on in a magnificent manner. The 


workmen have apparently applied themselves to their various 


tasks in a truly inspired manner and also deserve the deep- 
est thanks of the organization for whom they have labored 
so faithfully and well. 

During a recent visit of Mr. Connick to San Francisco his 
proposed iconographic treatment of the remainder of the 
Cathedral windows was approved by the Cathedral authori- 
ties and he is at work on the designs. These include treat- 
ments of Old Testament characters—Abraham, Moses, Joshua 
and Gideon —in certain of the main transept windows;

when we remember that our Diocese contributed more than 
$1100 to the new buildings of the school, through the gold 
and silver collections a few years ago. The beautiful chapel 
is made possible by a grant of $50,000 from the United 
Thank Offering of 1928. She writes: 

“Our new building is truly lovely and a real joy to work 
in. The chapel is under construction and will be finished 
early in the new year. When it is finished I shall try to get 
some good pictures to send. The work seems to be going 
ahead in leaps and bounds. There are more than four hun- 
dred girls in the school. Our Sunday School has an enroll- 
ment of one hundred and fifteen, not including any of our 
schoolgirls who attend. With the possibility of starting a 
primary school in the spring, everything points to a busy 
time for everybody concerned.” 


Another interesting missionary letter comes from Miss 
Olive Meacham, a graduate from St. Margaret’s House, Berke- 
ley, who writes an account of experiences during her first 
year in Liberia. She says, in part, as follows: 

“The day before Christmas Eve I took part in my first 
native death and funeral, which was of a little girl of about 
six years who was frightfully enlarged on one side of the 
face, one leg and her abdomen. One cheek was as large as 
the rest of her head. She was an only child whom her mother 
had left with her grandmother. The latter, as the child got 
worse, rubbed her with leaves, soaked her in water and did 
any number of useless things — finally becoming resigned 
and just watching over her until the mother’s return, which 
was hastened by a message about the child. None of them 
conscious of neglect or wilful carelessness, just without

Stained Glass Windows in Chapel of Grace 


Magnificent examples of stained glass artistry and crafts- 
manship, the recently installed windows of the Chapel of 
Grace have set a high standard of beauty for the cathedral 
and are winning enthusiastic comment from all who have 
been privileged to see them. Glorious in color and rich in 
symbolism, the windows are from the Boston studio of 
Charles J. Connick and represent the best in modern stained 
glass art. 


Four windows of two lights each present in medallions 
the life and ministry of Christ, as narrated in the Gospels of 
St. Matthew, St. Mark, St. Luke and St. John. They present 
events peculiar to each narrative and significant of the deep- 
er interests of the narrators. St. Matthew, for instance, is con- 
cerned especially wiih Christ’s teaching. St. Mark gives an 
exposition of the person and works of Christ and lays stress 
on the miracles. St. Luke’s is the gospel of the birth and 
childhood of Christ and of sympathy with suffering. St. 
John’s gospel is poetic and interpretive. 


The four windows in the chapel symbolize the passion of 
Christ. Beginning with Palm Sunday, medallions tell the 
story of the events leading up to the Crucifixion and depict 
the Resurrection and Ascension. As in the other windows, 
the narrative is arranged chronologically as far as possible 
and reads from the bottom up. 


The baptistery window depicts the Virgin Mary, with the 
child Jesus on her knee, and medallions tell of the Annunci- 
ation, the Crucifixion and the Ascension. These subjects will 
be recognized as representing the joyful, sorrowful and 
glorious mysteries of the blessed Virgin, known in Christian 
art for centuries. They form, with the commanding figures 
of mother and child, a significant first window to greet vis- 
itors to the chapel and to introduce the entire group of 
gospel windows. 


These chapel windows will later serve as a reverent pre- 
lude to the colorful eloquence of the great cathedral win- 
dows. They are now being designed to present the more 
powerful and monumental aspects of Christian art in the 
symbolism of figures and incidents. The artist-craftsman 
aspires to make them so glorious in color and light as to 
recall the beauty of their spiritual implications. Great figures 
of patriarchs, prophets, priests and kings will usher in the 
ministry of Christ and the inspired lives of his followers 
throughout the succeeding ages. The aspiration is to have the 
windows add their glowing message to that of the architec- 
ture Which speaks of Christianity as a great creative force 
today as well as in past ages.

tudes for the clerestory windows and many others. Plans for 
the windows of Grace Cathedral, we believe, are the most 
elaborate ever made for a similar edifice in the western 
hemisphere. — 

The memorial altar rail committee, under the chairman- 
ship of Mrs. Frank H. Ainsworth, has also contributed yeo- 
man service througnout the year. Funds for the construction 
of this most important accessory are being obtained with 
commendable celerity, it is assured, and designs for the rail 
—the gift of the women of the Diocese—are understood to 
be well under way in Architect Lewis Hobart’s ateliers. 

The thing that has registered the greatest impression on 
the Cathedral builders during 1930, outside of the actual 
progress of construction itself, seems to have been the grow- 
ing sentiment throughout the city that Grace Cathedral is 
slowly but surely lifting itself out of the category of de- 
nominationalistic structures and into the classification of a 
civic asset, judged both from the standpoint of the spiritual 
and the artistic life of San Francisco. 

And why should this not be true? The age of religious 
bigotry is concluded. Today in its place is standing a toler- 
ance which bids fair as time goes on to unite all the churches 
of God under one magnificent banner of faith and brother- 
hood, marching toward the common goal of heaven. What, 
after all, does a great Cathedral represent unless it stands for 
the broadminded efforts of mankind to walk a little more 
closely with God and to aid a faltering brother or sister to 
keep in step, to the end that we may all some day be united 
in Paradise? 

Grace Cathedral is a monument to religion in San Fran- 


-cisco—not necessarily to one particular religion but to the 


glory of a community God. As such it deserves the co-opera- 
tion, in its construction, of every sincere believer in God. 
Upon the degree of such co-operation will depend the rapid- 
ity with which it may be completed and thereafter take its 
place as one of the inspirational adornments of this mighty 
western metropolis. 

Funds are available, at the present time, to nearly complete 
the sectors already under way. Within another year, per- 
haps a little sooner, it will be necessary to inaugurate a 
campaign for money with which to begin the nave, which it 
is proposed to complete in sections of two bays at a time, 
over the next three years. 

It is our earnest hope and desire, on the showing already 
made, that the people of San Francisco will not be found 
wanting when the time for that appeal arrives; and that, 
from every corner of the city which this edifice will adorn 
will come the “sinews of peace” with which to carry on this 
tremendously worthy work. 


Thanksgiving was the occasion for a united service, with 
the Cathedral crowded with worshippers. Trinity, St. Luke’s, 
St. Paul’s, St. John’s, St. Francis, True Sunshine Mission (Chi- 
nese), Christ Mission (Japanese) were the parishes and 
missions partcipating in the service. The Cathedral, Trinity, 
St. Luke’s and St. Paul’s choirs furnished the unusual service 
and the Rt. Rev. Edward L. Parsons, D. D., preached the 
sermon.

tudes for the clerestory windows and many others. Plans for 
the windows of Grace Cathedral, we believe, are the most 
elaborate ever made for a similar edifice in the western 
hemisphere. 

The memorial altar rail committee, under the chairman- 
ship of Mrs. Frank H. Ainsworth, has also contributed yeo- 
man service throughout the year. Funds for the construction 
of this most important accessory are being obtained with 
commendable celerity, it is assured, and designs for the rail 
—the gift of the women of the Diocese—are understood to 
be well under way in Architect Lewis Hobart’s ateliers. 

The thing that has registered the greatest impression on 
the Cathedral builders during 1930, outside of the actual 
progress of construction itself, seems to have been the grow- 
ing sentiment throughout the city that Grace Cathedral is 
slowly but surely lifting itself out of the category of de- 
nominationalistic structures and into the classification of a 
civic asset, judged both from the standpoint of the spiritual 
and the artistic life of San Francisco. 

And why should this not be true? The age of religious 
bigotry is concluded. Today in its place is standing a toler- 
ance which bids fair as time goes on to unite all the churches 
of God under one magnificent banner of faith and brother- 
hood, marching toward the common goal of heaven. What, 
after all, does a great Cathedral represent unless it stands for 
the broadminded efforts of mankind to walk a little more 
closely with God and to aid a faltering brother or sister to 
keep in step, to the end that we may all some day be united 
in Paradise? 

Grace Cathedral is a monument to religion in San Fran- 


‘cisco—not necessarily to one particular religion but to the 


glory of a community God. As such it deserves the co-opera- 
tion, in its construction, of every sincere believer in God. 
Upon the degree of such co-operation will depend the rapid- 
ity with which it may be completed and thereafter take its 
place as one of the inspirational adornments of this mighty 
western metropolis. 

Funds are available, at the present time, to nearly complete 
the sectors already under way. Within another year, per- 
haps a little sooner, it will be necessary to inaugurate a 
campaign for money with which to begin the nave, which it 
is proposed to complete in sections of two bays at a time, 
over the next three years. 

It is our earnest hope and desire, on the showing already 

made, that the people of San Francisco will not be found 
wanting when the time for that appeal arrives; and that, 
from every corner of the city which this edifice will adorn 
will come the “sinews of peace” with which to carry on this 
tremendously worthy work.

The present popularity of Central America en route to 
New York is directly due to the consistent campaign the 
Panama Mail Steamship Company has waged for years to 
acquaint the American people with some of the fascinations 
that lie at their front door.

In Guatemala, Indian customs pre- 
dominate almost exclusively. To see a 
Guatemalan woman without a burden 
on her head is a rare sight indeed. In 
native baskets, swinging along with 
easy strides, they carry everything 
from loads of live chickens to the fam- 
ily laundry. They may be accompanied 
by the head of the house, but if so he 
goes along with his hands in his poc- 
kets and a black cigarette between his 
lips, seemingly content to lend nothing 
more than his presence. The laundry 
is washed at lavanderias. The word is 
pretty if the place it describes is not. 
A lavanderia is simply a bend in a 
stream where a couple of flat rocks 
have been piled. The clothes are alter- 
nately dipped and pounded upon the 
rocks, until presumably in despair they 
give up their grime. This, of course, 
applies only to the Indians. In Guate- 
mala as elsewhere in Salvador, Nica- 
ragua and Costa Rica there are cities 
as fine as any in the United States, 
with all the customs and conveniences 
of modern times.

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Evangelical Publicity

Christmastide marks the inauguration of a new era of 
publicity in the extension of the burden of the angelic song 
that brightened the world with the announcement of the ad- 
vent in the flesh of the Son of God. 


The recounting of the glory that illumined, in the days of 
yore, the Judean hills, to the wonderment of the awe-stricken 
shepherds, is the missionary virtue in Evangelical Publicity. 

Jesus the Christ warned His disciples that, regardless of 
the vicissitudes that beset the messengers of peace, “the gos- 
pel must first be published among all nations.” 

According to gospel portraiture the illuminative power in 
Evangelical Publicity is in the manifestation of “the glory of 
the Lord” as shown forth in the primal expression of the 
enterprise of true evangelism: “He must increase but I must 
decrease.” | 

The printer’s art, which, through centuries of progress, 
has made the Word of God in the Scriptures available to 
mankind, with pentecostal scope of language and with 
adaptability to all states of physical condition, is a civilizing 
agency that with wise direction can be made a harbinger of 
Redemption. 

Akin to communication by radio, human progress by dis- 
covery and invention, as elements in Divine Providence, 
binds religion and art in a close evangelical alliance. 

A notable exhibit of the kinship of religion to science is 
preserved in the archives of two monumental national pub- 
lications—The Spirit of Missions and The National Geogra- 
phic Magazine. The missionary power both in the pursuit of 
Physical Science and in the dispensation of Divine Grace is 
disclosed in those masterpieces of journalistic enterprise. 
Depicting triumphs of the fine arts, the one reflects Divine 
Beauty in the physical universe by pristine creation; the 
other, its restoration in mankind by spiritual redemption. 

The use of judicious publicity in the promulgation of the 
Gospel is as old as evangelism itself. Jesus said unto His dis- 
ciples: “Let your light so shine before men that they may 
see your good works and glorify your Father which is in 
heaven.” “What I tell you in darkness, that speak ye in 
light; and what ye hear in the ear, that preach ye upon the 
housetops.” 

Publicity facilitates social spiritual contacts. The public 
press is one of the finest institutions of a free and enlight- 
ened people. Advisedly employed, the daily press may be- 
come an invaluable missionary agency. Ecclesiastical jour- 
nalism is a forerunner of evangelical influence.

emerges at Colon on the Atlantic side. You have another 
exotic visit ashore, contrasting the old and new again in 
Colon and Cristobal, the former old city under the Pana- 
manian Government and Cristobal on United States territory. 
Yet to all intents ond purposes they are one city. From 
Colon you go on to Colombia, at the northermost tip of South 
America. Cartagena, sacked five times by pirate gangs, is 
your first port of call. It is rich in drapings of the past. Old 
forts, old cathedrals, old streets are in no whit changed from 
three hundred years ago. You go through tunnels trod by 
Spanish soldiers running to the defense of their beloved city 
when the “jolly roger” of Sir Francis Drake appeared off 
Boca Grande and your imagination repaints for you the stir- 
ring scenes that must have been enacted these many years 
ago when civilization was obtaining its first foothold in the 
New World. 


The trip through the Caribbean is really worth the whole 
voyage. You’re sailing the identical waters Columbus sailed, 
thrilling to exquisite cloud formations, contemplating water 
bluer than any blue you can imagine. A few days of this and 
you are off the Cuban coast, all excited over the prospect of 
landing in Havana in the morning. And Havana exceeds all 
expectations. The past and the present have fused to form a 
city lovely as some wonderful dream. You walk where 
Cortez walked, see the battlements he constructed with thou- 
sands of slaves brought from Africa. Morro Castle still stands 
guard at the harbor entrance but there is something ominous 
about its graceful beauty when your memory recalls the 
dreadful dungeons below, carved out of the solid rock. In 
those dungeons the brave men who fought for Cuba’s liberty 


were confined, many of them for years. But you turn from 
the past and its cruelties to the beauty of the present as you 
drive along the Malecon, the delightful boulevard constructed 
since Cuba won its independence. 


It winds along the sea front in gracious curves and you 
thrill when your driver tells you that credit for its construc- 
tion goes to General Leonard Wood of the United States 
Army, who was military governor of Cuba immediately fol- 
lowing the Spanish American War. Grateful Cuba passed a 


law paying the general’s widow $500 a month in apprecia- . 


tion of his services. 


Leaving Havana the Panama Mail ships head for New York 
and the end of the voyage. You skirt the coast of Florida, see 
the lights of several cities and bright and early one morning 
you are off the New York lightship and watching the pilot 
boat bearing down, bringing your pilot to definitely close an 
absorbing episode. Yes, California to New York on the 
Panama Mail is truly a trip through “The Lands of Long 
Ago.”

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New St. Stephen’s Parish, San Francisco

Launching out once more into the deep this eternally 
young old parish has acquired a fine corner lot in the rapidly 
growing Parkside district and is going to grow up with it. 
The location is the corner of Ulloa and Thirty-second avenue. 
The real estate boundaries of this part of the city’s outposts 
are Ortega on the north, Fourteenth avenue on the east, 
Sloat boulevard on the south and the foaming billows of the 
Pacific on the west. We are early on the ground, for there 
are stupendous sand dunes in the west, though, to tell the 
truth, even those are there today and may be gone tomor- 
row, so rapid is the growth. Everyone seems to agree that 
there is need for a church in that part of the district. The 
population is variously estimated at from 20,00 to 30,000, 
with children on every block. There is here a tremendous 
opportunity for our own beloved Church.

It is entirely for 
the good of the community, with the earnest and sincere be- 
lief that our Church can minister in a broad community 
sense better than any other. In a very large degree the suc- 
cess of this new enterprise depends upon the co-operation 
of all the parishes of the city. It naturally follows that those 
who are most devoted to the Church may be already con- 
nected with other parishes. There are many, no doubt, who 
having moved so far away from their old parishes have 
stopped going to church. These we should like to know about 
in order that they may not be lost to the Church. Having 
bought a large lot we are trying to make arrangements to put 
up the first unit of a graceful gothic group into which we 
may fit our lovely carvings and chaste brass ornaments. We 
need your help in this venture of faith—but what is life for 
if not to meet problems face to face and slowly and bravely 
solve them? It will be a thrilling parish, this St. Stephen’s 
by the dunes of the sunset sea! 

We have a dream, and we believe that every accomplish- 
ment begins with a vision, that our little assembly room may 
be a memorial. We need a place for our scout troop to meet. 


We expect to use this also for the Church School and the 
services at first. It must be beautiful on the outside and not 
too unfinished on the inside. There may be those to whom 
St. Stephen’s has meant much in the past and who would 
above all, like to give to this new work as a memorial. Just 
one more opportunity.

Surely this is a mecca for girls and 
women who desire to specialize in this work. The millinery 
class is a joy, the designs these young women develop in the 
season’s smart fabrics and felts being amazingly clever. The 
stylist training class is ihe advanced study and teaches so 
much of fashion checking that one’s ideas of department 
store buyers is completely changed. In .the interior decora- 
tion class, the baby of the school, young men and women 
learn color, period furniture and furnishings.

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Aeolian Organ in Chapel of Grace 
The Aeolian organ installed in the Chapel of Grace Cathe- 
dral is one of the finest chapel organs ever built at the 
Aeolian factory at Garwood, New Jersey. The specification 
was worked out after much study by several very promi- 
nent organists in San Francisco and the result shows the 
benefit of this careful study. 


The size of the chapel as well as its acoustic possibilities 
was taken into consideration in drawing these specifications 
and from that point the Aeolian Company’s engineers and 
technical men worked to get the best possible results, with 
respect to coloring and variety of tone. 


The organ has two manuals and pedals, thirteen sets of 
pipes augmented and three sixteen-foot extensions on the 
pedal, four derived stops on the manual and three duplexed 
eight-foot stops on the pedal. The voicing of the diapasons 
is full and bold, the flutes liquid, the strings incisive and the 
reeds of outstanding quality. Partly owing to the resonance 
of the chapel the full organ tone is bold and dignified, while 
the soft effects are exquisite with more variety of tone color 
than found in most organs of this number of stops. The keys, 
pedal and stop action are remarkably prompt and certain 
and the adjustable combination piston action is prompt and 
noiseless. 

Grace Chapel was enabled to attain this beautiful Aeolian 
organ through the generosity of Mrs. William H. Crocker 
and the Aeolian Company welcomed the opportunity of be- 
coming a party to the installation of a beautiful instrument 
in this beautiful chapel. 


The Aeolian Company is one of the pioneer organ build- 
ers of the United States, being successors to the Roosevelt 
Organ Company and the Farrand & Votey Organ Company. 
For years they had specialized in the residence organ and 
stood at the top of manufacturers making this type of organ. 
In recent years, however, they have entered the field of 
church and auditorium organ building and have gained the 
same position in this field of manufacture as they earned 
in the residence organs. They have recently closed contracts 
and installed organs for Mr. P. I. Dupont in his Wilmington,

lina. The organ installed in the conservatory of Mr. P. I. 
Dupont is possibly one of the largest organs in the United 
States and it was received with great acclaim at its dedica- 
tion last May by the American Guild of Organists.

Beaux Arts Has Three Daylight Galleries 


The Beaux Arts Gallery was organized and established in 
1924 by Mrs. Beatrice Judd Ryan, co-operating with a group 
of artists in San Francisco, in answer to a real need felt by 
both artists and public. The first gallery was opened at 116 
Maiden lane to hold exhibits by California artists and each 
season to present one or two exhibitions brought from New 
York or other art centers. In September, 1925, the Beaux 
Arts moved to new quarters at 166 Geary street, where the 
organization has the advantage of three daylight galleries in 
the heart of the city, convenient alike to: busy shoppers and 
travelers visiting the city.

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Unique School Develops Little Tots 


Whoever a few years ago would have considered sending 
a two or three-year-old child to school? Yet that is exactly 
what more than a score of parents in San Francisco are 
doing. The Pacific Heights Outdoor School is the first of its 
kind in San Francisco and still among the few in the world 
to do such work. There children are taught how to develop 
and how to rely upon themselves for those little tasks in 
everyday life which are so important in childhood. 


The principle behind the school, which accepts children 
from two years of age up to six, is akin to the old Spartan 
idea that a child’s character is moulded during the first few 
years of its life. Children at this schol learn by precept from 
their companions who are just a few months older, rather 
than by direction of elders. They learn to wash their hands 
before each meal and 10:00 o’clock milk. They eat, sleep, 
play, plant seeds, care for their little plots of garden—in 
groups. They want to do these things because the other 
children do them and if they do not know how they learn 
by attentive observation. The furniture and equipment such 
as beds, chairs, tables and play apparatus of the school are, 
of course, in miniature and designed for very young chil- 
dren so that they feel perfectly at home and have none of 
that awkwardness which comes to a child in trying to adapt 
itself to grownup furniture and utensils. 

It is remarkable, says Mrs. Ruby, director, how the chil- 
dren love their surorundings and atmosphere and actually 
ask to come to school on Sundays and holidays. Parents, too, 
share their enthusiasm after witnessing just two or three 
months’ attendance there.

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Sarah Dix Hamlin School for Girls 


For sixty-seven years the Sarah Dix Hamlin School has 
maintained its place among the foremost girls’ schools of 
the West. The school was established in 1863 as the Van Ness 
Seminary. Its last principal under that name was the Rev. 
Samuel H. Willey, 
D. D., founder of 
the College of Cali- 
fornia, now the 
University of Cali- 
fornia. Sarah Dix 
Hamlin assumed di- 
rection of the school 
in 1896. During the 
twenty-seven years 
of her guidance its 
position as a col- 
lege preparatory 
school was held 
and strengthened. The work wihch was so ably advanced by 
Miss Hamlin passed from her hands in 1923. In September, 
1927, the school opened with a new principal, Mrs. Edward 
B. Stanwood. As Cornelia McKinne, Mrs. Stanwood not only 
had a background of experience on the faculty of the Hamlin 
School but she had the privilege of a long friendship with 
the late Miss Hamlin and acquaintance and sympathy with 
her educational ideals. Mrs. Stanwood is well known as an 
educator and for her social work. She was the first president 
of the California branch of the American Association of Uni- 
versity Women and for nearly six years occupied the posi- 
tion of executive officer of the State Board of Charities and 
Corrections. In the time since she returned to the school 
Mrs. Stanwood has accomplished its financial reorganization, 
an advancement of scholarship standards through strength- 
ening of departmental work and the development of a system 
of student government. The present building, formerly the 
residence of Miss Jennie Flood, provides the girls a school 
of unusual charm and distinction. The four floors have been 
remodeled to accommodate the day school and boarding de- 
partment. The grounds are a block deep, equipped for tennis, 
archery and basketball. The building has a commanding 
view of the Marin and Contra Costa County hills and the 
approaches to the Golden Gate. Situated in the more central 
residence section of San Francisco, the school offers both 
the cultural advantages of the city and the satisfactions of 
group life.
